MEMPHIS (renn. June 13.—The pos- 
Able disruption of the old parties, of the 
Democratic party im the Bouth and the Re- 
publican party in the West, must have 
deem upper most in the mind of any 
thoughtful observer of the past two days’ 
proceedings in the great silver convention 
which ‘has been in session in the Audi- 
torium. Both sides of this proposition 
were discussed today in impassioned 
speeches and strong argumentative ap- 
peals to the 1600 delegates and visitors who 
attended the big mass-meeting. 
The fret warning. of the approaching en- 
counter was beard last night in the bold 
utterances of Congressman Joseph C. Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvanfa in favor of a silver 
party, am aggressive campaign for the re- 
n of the white metal without 
regard to previous party ties. Today all 
disguise was thrown off. The men who 
favor a-ailver party, with one purpose and 
one idea, under the leadership of Sena- 
tor Tillman of South Carolina, Butler of 
North Carolina, Stewart of Nevada and 
Adams of Colorado told of their plans 
without reserve, and asked their hearers 
to decide between the party and nation. 
On the other hand those favoring the 
settlement of the stiver question within 
party Mnes urged congervative action, vig- 
orous agitation for free silver, but bearing 
in mind that there were other questions 
of importance to the political future of the 
country ‘which should cause the voter to 
think well before casting off the party af- 
fiiations of years and giving his undi- 
vided euffrage te the one cause of silver.

The conservative element prevailed in the 
Committee op Resolutions and the deciar- 
ations of that body which mate ma by 
the convention did not go beyond # strong 
presentation of the views of the free sil- 
verites gathered here. 


But the convention adjourned with a’ 
schism in it.

THE SECOND DAY 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) June 13.—The second 
day's session of the great silver conven- 
tion openend with no sign of diminution in 
the supply of speeches, and tt seemed 
doubtful if it would complete its labors be- 
fore fate tonight. A uumber of distin- 
guished guests were set down for speeches 
today, and, in addition, the most importans 
business of the meeting, the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions, ie te de con- 
sidered. With this busy prospect before 
them, the silver men decided to begin work 
at 10 o'clock this morning. This was 
rather early for many delegaies, and a 
number from neighboring towns in Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas, who went home over 
night, failed to return in time. The etetnd- 
ance, however, was almost up to yester- 
day, for the men who go to make up the 
body are not late sleepers. 

Around the hotel lobbies last night there 
was much discussion and speculation as to 
the scope of the declarations to be recom- 
mended by the Resolutions Committee cn 
the stand upon the question of free and un- 

limited coinage cf silver, the main object. 
or, as Senator Harris has particularly put 
R. the sole object of the convention. There 
is no doubt but the effect of the addition 
Of seven Populist members to the com mit- 
tee, together with Senator Butler of North 
Carolina, and some of the radical third- 
party silver ‘men of the West, who are 
nursing the Presidential aspirations of 
Joseph Sibley of Pennsylvania, renders the 
committee an uncertain quantity. Con- 
servative men, however, are believed to 
control the committee, and the firm band 
of Isham G. Harris, which has been seen 
more than once in the convention's pro- 
ceedings, will, no doubt, stay any attempt 
to turn the convention into anything * 
what it wac originally intended to be.

The at- 
tempt to swing the gathering into a third- 
party boom, presumably in Sfbley’s per- 
sonal interest, was not relished by such 
Arkansas, Vardaman, candiMate for Gov- 
ernor of Mississippi, and Col. Calloway, 
one of the oldest newspaper men in the 
South, and they were not slow in express- 
ing disapproval. was some talk 
of-a bolt of the conservatives, but it was 
obvious that the third-party men were 
hopelessly in the minority and that the 
sentiment had not many exponents.

SENATOR STEWART’S SPEECH. 

Senator Stewart, in beginning his speech, 
said that the object lessons of the past 
three years show that the American people 
are face to face with concentrated capital, 


elviizations.. A shrinking voleme of 
money as compared with population and 
business, produces falling prices, par- 


modern 

combination, is the greatest brokerage es- 
tablishment that the world has ever seen. 
It deals with corporations and nations, 
which force from the people their earn- 
ings either by monopolizing the necessa- 
ries of life or by the overpowering power 
of taxation. It furnishes money for its 
customers by selling their bonds to the 
public for vastly more than the cost to the 
combination. The vast bonded debts of the 
United States and Europe have passed 
their hands for nearly a century, and the 
increment retained by the Rothschilds 
alone,.independent of their numerous as- 
sociates, is estimeted at $2,000,000,000. 
This combination robbed the United States 
of gold to convert the silver debt of Aus- 
tria into gold obligations and made $400,- 

000,000 in the transaction. 

In 1893 the vaults of the Unites States 
treasury were opened and more than $100,- 
000,000 of gold was shipped to Austria 
with the aid of the administration, which 
refused to exercise the option provided 
by Congress to pay in either gold or sil- 
ver. By this means the great combination 
wrecked the finances of this country and 
created the panic of 1893. Gladntone and 
Cleveland were willing agents of the gold 
trust. They suspended coinage in India 
and repealed the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act to make it eagier for the com- 
bination to control the standard money 
of the Western world. France and Ger- 
many made no objection to the wicked 
work of the syndicate while tts raid was 
sweeping away the fortunes of the Amer- 
ican people, but they protected themselves 
by refusing to furnish gold for the Aus- 
trian epeculation. Each, when gold was 
demanded for export, paid their obligations 
in silver, as the Congress of the United 
States authorized the Secretary of the 
Treasury to do. 

The success of the gold combination in 
repealing the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act, and thereby ratifying and 
confirming the infamous act of 1873, de- 
monetizing silver, placed the fortunes of 
70,000,000 of people at the mercy of the 
gold-kings. The temporary lull in the 
financial storm which the country now 
enjoys was bought. President Cleveland 
contracted with the Rothschilds combina- 
tion to cease their raids on the United States 
for eight months. The price he paid for 
peace and protection shows the pros“ rate 
condition of the people of this country 
before the power of the gold monopoly. 
He gave them $12,000,000 in the difference 
between the market price and what he 
rereived for $62,000,000 of Untted States 
bonds, and further agreed, in consideration 
of such proctection, to allow the combina-

WINNIPEG (Manitéba,) June 13.—In 
the Manitoba Legislature this afternoon 
Atty.-Gen. Sexton gave notice of a motion 
setting forth Manitoba’s reply to the Do- 
minion government's demand that separ- 
ate schools should again be established 
in Manitoba. It is a direct refusal of the 
demand. The reply is in the form of a 
memorial addressed to His Excellency, the 
Governor-General of Canada, in council. 

It first recites the remedial order and 
then submits the following: These privi- 
leges, which, by said order we are com- 
manded to restore to our Roman Catholic 
fellow-citizens, are substantially the same 
privileges which they enjoyed previous to 
the year 1890. Compliance with the terms 
of the order would restore Catholic sepa- 
rate schools with no more satisfactory guar- 
antees for their efficiency than existed 
prior to the same date. 

“The educational policies embodied in 
our present etatutes were adopted after 
an examination of the results of the policy 
theretofore followed; under which the sep- 
arate Roman Catholic schools, now sought 
to be restored, had existed for upward of 
nineteen years. The said schools were 
found to be inefficient. As conducted un- 
der the Roman Catholic section of the 
Board of Education they did nut possess 
the attributes of efficient modern public 
schools.

JAPANESE TORPEDO-BOAT GOES 
DOWN. 


All of the Crew, with the Exception 
of One Man, is Drowned—The 
"Black Flags’’—The Out- 
rages at Cheng-Tu.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 13.—A ‘private 
letter received from a seaman of the 
cruiser Charleston reports the foundering 
at sea, on the morning of May 10, of 
torpedoboat No. 16 of the Japanese navy 
off Pang-Hui Island, in the Pescadores. 
All the véssel’s crew, excepting one man, 
were drowned. Among thé lost were two 
English and two American seamen. The 
latters names are reported to be Alfred 
Lawson, formerly of Hartford, Ct., and 
James B. Raneon, a Californian. 

The torpedo craft was commanded by 
Capt. Oai Oseko, assisted by Lieut.

SAN JOSE, June 13.—A strange case of 
suicide came to the attention of Coroner 
Secord late last night, the young lady be- 
ing Miss Amelia Reilhnelt, an Austrian girl 
of about 22 years of age, employed as a 
waitress in the Eureka Hotel at the broad- 
guage depot. The motive which prompted 
the deed was despondency resulting from 
prospective separation from her young lady 
friend and room-mate, Miss Gussie Mun- 
son, another employee at the hotel. She 
fired two bullets into her right temple and 
died instantly. Either wound would have 
been fatal. 

The young woman had prepared herself 
by bathing and dressing herself neatly 
and then, standing in the middle of the 
floor of her sleeping-room, she pulled the 
trigger of an old-fashioned German self- 
cocking revolver, falling dead to the floor. 
» Miss Reihnelt bad come from Austria with 
her parents and a brother about a year 
ago. The father and mother-are now farm- 
ing near Capitola. She das been in the 
employ of R. -Thwaits, the proprietor of 
the hotel, about five months. Soon after 

coming to work she took a fancy to Miss 
Munson. This feeling grew wpon her and 
she was not long in openly declaring that 
2 loved her friend more than any one 
else. 

When Miss Munson told the girl on Mon- 
day that she intended leaving the house 
she became despondent. She grew more 
morose yesterday and today was ‘heart- 
broken. Her looks betrayed her feelings, 
and it was only an hour after Miss Mun- 
son left the house that the girl committed 
the act. 
P “The girl was really in love with me 

for several months,” said Miss Munson. 

“Her affection grew to that degree that 

she became jealous of my sister and other 

members of my family. When i indicated 
that I intended calling upon my sister, 
even though she was invited, she pro- 
tested and thought I was unkind to her. 
She was constantly at my side and never 
cared to enter upon der duties and be 
apart from me. She often told me that 
she could not live without me. We were 
room-mates and that is how we became so 
intimate. I never feared her, but abways 
suspected that she was not strong in mind. 
She was of gentle and pleasing disposition, 
but her jealousy was so marked that it 
was the subject of much comment. When 

I would talk to others in the house the 

poor girl would think that she had been 
slighted and often called my attention ¢o 
the fact that I should not have talked to 
any one out of her presence.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Thwaits, state that the 
young woman was dutiful and received no 
company. Coroner Secord took possession 
of the body, but at the morgue he ex- 
cluded the curious crowds and word was 
sent to her parents.

Senator Jones of Arkaneas, as chairman, 
presented the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, which read ae follows: 


THE DBOLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 


Silver and gold have in all ages consti- 
tuted the money of the world; were the 
money of the fathers of the republic, the 
money of history and of the Constitution. 
The universal experience of mankind has 
demonstrated that the joint use of both 
silver and gold coim as one money con- 
stitutes the most stable standard of val- 
ues, and that the full amount of both 
metals ie necessary as a medium of ex- 
change. The demonetization of either of 
these historic money metals means an ap- 
preciation of the value of money, a fall 
in the price of commodities, a diminution 
of the profits of legitimate business, a 
continuing increase in the burden of debts, 
a withdrawal of money from the channels 
of trade and industry, where it no longer 
yields a safe and eure return, and its idle 
accumulation in the banks and in the 
great money centers of the country. 

There ie no health or soundness in a 
financial system under which a hoarded 
dollar is productive of increase to its 
possessor, while an invested dollar yields 
a constantly-diminishing return, and un- 
der which fortunes are made by the ac- 
ecretions of idle capital, or destroyed by 
@ persistent fall in the price of com- 
modities and a persistent dwindle in the 
margin of profits in almost every branch 
of useful industry. Such a stem is a 
premium on sloth and a penalty upon in- 
dustry, and such a system is that which 
the criminal legislation of 1873 has im- 
posed upon this country. 

The bimetallists’ standard of silver and 
gold bas behind it the experience of ages 
and has been tested and approved by the 
enlightened and deliberate decree of mon- 
kind. The gold standard is a departure 
from the established policy of the civil- 
ize@ world, with nothing to commend it 
but twenty-two years of depression and 
disaster to the people and extraordinary 
accumulation of wealth in the hands of 

There are some facts bearing upon this 
question recognized and dy all 
candid men, whether advocates of bimetal- 
lism or of the single gold standard. Among 
these is the fact that the very year that 
marked the change from the bimetallic to 
the single gold standard is the very year 
that marked the changing condition from 
a rising price, large profits, ea oe 
tentment and great prosperity, to a * 
tion of falling prices, diminishing profits, 
insecurity of investments, unemployed ka- 
bor and a heavy depression in all branches 
of trade and industry. It is not a matter 
of dispute, even among the honest advo- 
cates of the gold standard, that general 
‘prosperity came to an end with the de- 
struction of the bimetallic system and that 
hard times, falling prices, idle working- 
men and widespread depression came in 
with the gold standard and prevails to- 
day wherever the gold standard has been 
adopted. 

Every international monetary confer- 
ence that has been called, every demand in 
this country on Europe for international 
agreement to re-establish the bimetallic 
standard is a confession that the demone- 
tization of silver was a blunder, if not a 
crime; that its consequences have been 
disastrous and that the conditions that it 
mas wrought are full of menace and of 
peril. The logic of facts establishes be- 
yond intelligent question that the destruc- 
tion of silver as a primary money by a 
conspiracy of selfish interests is the cause 
of the widespread depression and suffering 
that came with the gold standard. There 
can be no restoration of prosperity, no 


permanent relief from prevailing condi- 


tions until the great cause has been re- 
moved by a complete restoration of sil- 
ver to its proper place as a money metal, 
equal ‘with gold. 

We believe in a money of stable value. 
We believe, least of all, in an appreciating 
standard. It is only though the practical 
operation of bimettalism that a stable 
standard of value can be secured. A 
standard constituted of mdéney constantly 
increasing in value is not a sound, a Sin- 
gle, nor a stable standard, but a ecustantly- 
changing. standard. The effect of gold 
monometallism is to establish one stand- 
ard for the creditor and another for the 
debtor; and there can be mo more dishon- 
est monetary system than that which 
gives short measure to the borrower and 
long measure to the lender. Under the 
policy prevailing prior to 1873 there can be 
no violent change in the relative value of 
the two metals, for a rise in value of one 
metal is counteracted by a decrease in the 
demand and a fall in value by an i 
demand. 

Under the operations of this beneficent 
law a stable relation was maintained be- 
tween them in spite of the most extreme 
changes in relative production. From 
the earliest period of our history up to 
1873 the right of the debtor to 
whether he should pay his debts in silver 
or gold coin was always recognized. The 
subsequent policy has been to transfer the 
right to the creditor, thus tending to con- 
stantly increase the value of the dearer 
metal and destroy the parity betwen them.

Protecting Orchards from Frost by 
"Smudges.”’ 

We have from France a work on the tub 
ject of protecting fruit and fruit blossoms 
from damage or destruction by frost by 
means of “smudge flres.“ The appliances 
described in the French treatise are quite 
elaborate and expensive, but as the results 
given appear to have been drawn from a 
single experience their value is not 80 
great as it might be. 

Various appliances have been used in 
this State many times, as previously men- 
tioned in these columns, but with generally 
unsatisfactory results. Perhaps the best il- 
lustration of recent failure to protect a 
crop by means of smoke and fire in the 
orchard is that described by Maj. C. J. 
Berry, the extensive fruit-grower of Tulare 
2 in the Visalia Times of March 21 
ast: 

SMUDGE FIRES AND THE RESULT. 

Last night the writer was 2 tor 
severe frost—the telegram had come from 
the weather man of San Francisco to look 
out for it, and ‘at 10:30 pm. the work 
‘Jegan by the Visalia Fruft and Land 
Company to resis: nature, which has been 
in the business a longer time than we 
poor, little conceited humanity have. Here 
is the fight anderesult: At 10:30 p.m. the 
temperature was 33 deg. We opened cur 
batteries with smudge fires; 11 p.m., ther- 
‘mometer stood 33 deg.: 11:18 p.m., the 
thermometer stood 33% deg.; 11:30 p.m., 
thermometer stood 32% deg.; thie was on 
the ground. Increased the emudges; 11:45, 
ven feet up in the air, thermometer stood 
34 deg.; 12 m., in the smoke in the trees 
it stood 34; deg.; 12:15 a.m., 34 deg., no 
smoke; 12°30 a.m., 34 deg. in smoke; 12:45 
a.m., 33 deg., on the ground; 1 a.m., 32% 
deg., one foot above ground. At that 
time 100 smudges-were going in the or- 
chard; 1:15 a.m., 32% deg. in the trees 
and smoke: 1:30 a. m., 33 deg. in the trees; 
2 a.m., 32% deg. in the trees; 2:15 a. m., 
32 deg. in the trees; 2:66 a. m., 32 deg. 
in open ground about the emudge; 3 a. m.. 
32% deg.; 3:30 a.m., 32% deg.; 4 a.m., 31 
deg. Pans of water froze in the smoke; 
the ground froze next to the smudges; 
4:30 a. m., 31 deg.; 4:45 a. m., 31 deg.; 6 
a.m., 32 deg., and the apricot crop was 
frozen, regardlees of ‘smudges’ of smoke, 
regardless of fires and regardless of hu- 
man efforts. In twenty acres of apricots 
I had over one hundred fires, or smudges, 
-going, and kept them going until sunrise, 
and the effort made resulted in a dead 
failure, working up against old hoary- 
headed. strong nature.“ 

But Maj. Berry continued his efforts the 
mext night with smudges, and this is whut 
he said about dt after the thing was all 
over and the crop ruined: 


“When the sun set the wind was blow- 


ing strong from the northwest and the 
temperature did not run below 40 deg. 
ti] midnight. Whem the moon arose the 
wind went down and about 12.30 a.m. the 
thermometer indicated 34 deg. We be- 
gan to smoke up with smudges. There 
was no wind at all between 1 a.m. ard 3 
a.m. The smoke of the smudges went 
straight in the air like a stovepipe, but 
during that time the temperature did not 
go below 33 deg. A shovel full of dirt and 
some coal tar on top of the piles of stuff 
for smudges made a heavy black smoke, 
but wntil the atmosphere chamged the 
smoke went straight to heaven and we 
wanted it on earth. After 3 a.m. things 
adjucted theinselves better and the smoke 
settled down in the orchard. At 3:30 = 
wan 32% deg.; at 4, 32 deg., freezimz; 
4:30, 30% deg.; at 5, 29% deg.; at 5:30, 1575 
deg.; at 6, 30 deg. 

“After that the temperature rose rapidly, 
but as the sun came up warm I poked up 
the smudges and made a big smoke to 
keep the sun’s rays from acting too 
quickly on the frozen trees. There is no 
disputing the fact—29% deg. Fahr. will and 
does freeze, and that was the temperature 
between 5 and 6 o'clock this morning. 
Some people on this mundane sphere have 
got wheels in their heads. I don’t think 
the Bakersfield Californian man has, but 
he says smudges are a preventive against 
frost’s action. By a twist, smudges mean 
smoke and smoke makes things cloudy, 
and maybe there is smoke on the brain of 
dome of our intelligent editors. 


“The apricots that escaped the killing | 


frosts of the night previous were killed 
stone dead last night. The trees in the 
orchard look sick, their leaves are black 
and the appearance of things is unsatis- 
factory.“

ENGLISH INVESTMENTS. A recent 
dispatch from Chicago announces that an 
investment company of that city known 
as the Municipal Investment Company has 
just completed the sale in England of 
$1,200,000 5 per cent. bonds of a single 
issue. They are the bonds of the Con- 
solidated Water Company of San Diego. 
The Municipal Investment Company re- 
cently purchased the San Diego Plume 
Company and the San Diego Water Com- 
pany. Those two corporations were 
recently consolidated under the title of 
the Consolidated Water Company of San 
Diego. The capital of the new company 
is $2,000,000, and an issue of 5 per cent. 
bonds has been made 


Of those bonds a single block of $800,- 
000 was placed in England immediately 
after the consolidation of the two com- 
panies not bong ago and now $400,000 
more have been sold, making a total of 
$1,200,000 which go into the strong boxes 
of the British investors 

Other bonds of Pacific Coast municipal- 
ities and corporations which have been 
sold abroad are Gochise county, Arts., 7's, 
$10,000; Santa Fe Water and Improve- 
ment Company, 6's, $16,000; Santa Fe Gas 
and Electric Company's 6's, $21,000; Van- 
couver B. C., 6’s, $28,000; Fresno Water 
Company, 6's, $6000 

These sales show that, ‘in spite of the 
unfavorable legislation that bas been 
talked of in California in regard to for- 
eign investments, there is still plenty of 
English capital ready to take up anything 
in this section that has merit There are 
several other enterprises under way in 
Southern California for which British 
capital is being sought, involving the 
expenditure of a large amount of money. 
After a time there will be enough capi- 
tal in this section for us to undertake 
our own improvements but until that time 
comes the more outside capital we can 


COMMERCIAL. 

SPANISH GRAPES. Everything seems 
to de going the way of the California 
fruit-grower this year. Advices from 
Spain say that the dreaded phylloxera has | 
made its appearance in the Spanish vine- 
yards in the Almeria section. It is from 
this section that the celebrated Almeria 
grapes come, which are the chief competi- 
tors of the California grapes in the East. 
This, in addition to the destruction of a 
great part of the Eastern crop by the frost, 
should open a good market for grape-grow- 
ers of California. At the same time the 
market for wine gapes must improve in 
consequence of the notable advance in 
the price of wine. If there should only 
be some improvement in the price of rais- 
ins there would be a general revival in 
the California grape-growing business, 
which has fallen somewhat into disrepute 
during the past few years, owing to the 
exceedingly low price of wine and raisin 
grapes. * 


WHEAT It really does 
now look as if the long depression in the 
wheat market was about to be relieved. 
Reports from San Francisco are to the ef- 
fect that local grain. dealers are expecting 
a decided activity in the wheat market in 
the very near future. Their anticipations 
of better times in this line of business are 
based upon the shadows that usually pre- 
cede the reality. . During the past few days 
there have been business-like inquiries 
for wheat by the milling men of Missouri 
and Texas, who rarely look that way for 
their supply. As a rule the milimen in 
Texas and Missouri receive their supply 
from buch grain centers as Illinois, Ohio, 
Indiana and Ok Territory, for the 
reason that the freight rates from those 
places are so much lower than from other 
sections. Only once, many years ago, did 
Texas call upon the Pacific Coast for this 
class of cereals. 

‘The wheat crop in the Middle States 
mentioned have been sadly by the 
cold weather, which was followed by an ex- 
‘cessively hot spell. This injury to the 
crop caused the Southwestern’ millmen 
to look to other fields for their supply, 
and for some time past they have been 
drawing a considerable amount out of 
Oregon and Washington. The reason is 
that they got better freight rates from the 
railroads running from the extreme north- 
west Pacific Coast to Missouri and Texas 
than could be secured from the Central 
and Southern Pacific. 

Several months ago a large wheat dealer 
received an inquiry for this commodity 
from Missouri, in which the writer inci- 
dentally mentioned that he hoped to do 
business on this Coast before long, as he 
had been told that cheaper freight rates 
from this section would soon go into et- 
fect. A few days ago came a small order 
from the same party for about 100 tons, 
of about ten carloads, which ‘will soon be 
on the way back east. 

A recent issue of the San Francieco 
Call contains the following, which is en- 
couraging to those who are efigaged in 
growing or handling California wheat: 

During the past few days three or four 
millmen from Texas have been in this 
city making inquiries for wheat, and it 
is said, through local dealers, they are 
making purchases that will soon be on 
their way east ‘by rail. 

“Wheat dealers, in speaking of the 
prospect of a mew outlet for California 
wheat, say that the present dull times 
are about at an end. Their argument is 
son these lines: Chicago makes the wheat 
market for the world, and the prices set 
in Chicago are generally accepted by the 
English dealers. England is California’s 
principal market. 

The present price of wheat in Chicago 
and England is about $1.30 per hundred 
pounds, yet in this State the price is 
about,90 cents. The 40 cents difference 
lies in the fact that all our wheat has to 
be sent out in ships. At present there 
are few ships available to carry California 
wheat, and the demand for these freight- 
carriers is eo strong that ship-owners ali 
over the world will soon send their ves- 
eels to this port. 

In this way will the wheat- shipping 
facilities be disposed of. Again, yester- 
day's report shows 300,000 tens of old 
wheat on hand, which is not excessive. 
The recent large ‘holdings all over the 
world have deen greatly diminished, 
much having been fed to vattle on account 
of the low prices. 

Argentine Republic, one of the largest 
cheap-wheat-producing centers, is ‘torn 
to pieces with rebellions, and agriculture 
has been «neglected. And last, but not 
least, the craze for speculation in thie 
commodity hae about ceased. 

Viewing the future from this etand- 
point makes the future for California, 
which grows brighter than it has been 
for years, and by December better prices 
will be obtained ‘than for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century.“ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICs. 

PLENTY OF SUGAR BEETS. The last 
beet planting of the season at Chino and 
Anaheim ts just being finished. According 
to the Chino Champion the total acreage 
planted on the Chino ranch its 6720 acres 
gross, or about 6400 net. The Anaheim 
crop amounts to about twenty-seven hun- 
dred acres, making in the neighborhood of 
9100 acres to be worked in the factory this 
year 


The Champion says it is safe to estimate 
that the Chino fields will yield an average 
of twelve tons per acre this year. If the 
beet fields around Anaheim, which deliver 
their product to Chino as long as there is 
no local factory, do as well, the Chino 
factory will receive this year at least 100, 
000 tons of beets. 

In view of the success that has attended 
the opera-ions of the Chino sugar factory 
u is somewhat remarkable that there 
should have been no others erected in this 
section. The Anaheim — t is un- 


accomplished fact, but nothing yet is cer- 
tain in regard ¢o that enterprise beyond 
and a contract for the building of the fac- 
tory ket.

THE PASSING OF DEBS. 


Water will sink to its level. Debs has at 
lust found the place where he belongs. 
That place is in jaih It is a case of tardy 
justice. It is a case of inadequate justice, 
ter Debs's present term in jail is to be 
only six months. The sentence he is now 
serving is for contempt in disobeying the 
mandate of a United States court. The of- 
tende was flagrant and without (tcompunc- 
tion, for Debs declared in this city, only a 
Short time ago, that he had held and still 
held the court of Judge Woods in supreme 
contempt. 

There is a possibility that at the end of 
Debs's present sentence he may be prose- 
cuted for the crimes, per se, of which be 
was guilty in 1894. There is but little 
hope, however, that he will receive ade- 
quate punishment for those terrible crimes. 
As The Times has said before, no punish- 
ment less than the death penalty would 
adequately fit the guilt of Debs, who was 
the head and front-—che inspiring force— 
of the rebellion of 1894 against the sover- 
eign power of the United States; a rebel- 
lion which cost many lives and brought 
want and misery upon many famNies. 

The circumstances of the Debs rebellion 
ere still fresh im the minds of all. As 
will be remembered, the strike among the 
employees of the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany was made the pretext for beginning 
the rebellion. It was the ambition of Debs 
to become absolute dictator of ail the labor 
organizations in the country. and as euch 
to exercise a sort of personal despotism 
Over the consciences and the physical 
freedom of every member of those organi- 
gations. Previous to the organization of 
the A.R.U. there had existed many inde- 
pendent organizations of railroad men, dnd, 
though these organizations were not with- 
out their fundamental weaknesses and de- 
fects, they had proven, as a rule, very 
satisfactory to their members. Some bat- 
tles had been fought and some victories 
won by these organizations. Wages had 
been adjusted on a satisfactory scale in 
most instances, and matters were moving 
smoothly, with little or no friction any- 
Where, and with no cause nor intention on 
the part of the men to strike. 

Debs’s ambition was not merely to con- 
trol all these independent organizations of 
railroad men, but eventually to mass all 
trades unions under one great central 
umion, of which Debs was to be the head. 
In pursuit of this ambition the A. R. U. in- 

merge 
themselves in it, and to give up their inde- 
pendent organizations. Debs’s smooth 
tongue persuaded many of these unions 
to accept his advice, and the A. R. U. grew 
apace. To the great credit of some of 
the independent organizations they re- 
fused to be robbed of their birthright, and 
to be swallowed by the Debs octopus. 

The A.R.U. had grown strong enough 
so that Debs and his subordinate managers 
tek their mean souls filled with an un- 
conquerable desire to use their factitious 
power. The mere possession cf that 
power, in conjunction with a well-filled 
exchequer, impelled them to use both the 
power and the money. Their conspiracy 
was us deliberate and damnable as was 
ever formed against the well being of a 
peaceful country. The object of this pre- 
arranged rebellion was to increase the 
power and prestige of the A.R.U., and to 
strengthen the despotism of Debs et al. 
If the Debs rebellion had succeeded, the 
A.R.U., with Debs as dictator, would have 
been the ruling power in this country to- 
Gay. The republic would have been over- 
thrown, for K could not have permitted 
the Debs rebellion to succeed without 
abrogating its sovereign functions of gov- 
erament. But there was no remote possi- 
bility for the Debs rebellion to sticceed, 
as Debs and his pals must have discov- 
ered bad they not been blinded by their 


insane ambition, and rendered mentally 
incompetent by their 


With the results of the Debs rebellion 
we are unhappily familiar. By the terms 
of the foul conspiracy, a peaceful army 
of workmen numbering more than 100,000 
persons, scattered over more than halt 
the territory of the United States, were 
betrayed into quitting the steady employ- 


ved were meeded by their fam- 


iy 


i 


known that it would even make their 
condition worse, by impoverishing those 
fraternal societies which might have helped 
the Pullman employees, had not the A. R. U. 
strike swallowed up their funds. If one- 
tenth the momey spent directly upon the 
Debs rebellion by those who engaged in it 
had been contributed to the Pullman em- 
phoyees, the latter would have been 
saved from suffering, and the great orime 
of 1894 need not bave been committed, 
But Debs's ambition barred the way to 
so sensible a solution, and upon him 
rests the responsibility for the crimes 
committed. 

It seems hardly necessary to repeat here 
what has been so often repeated, that the 
crime of 1894 was not a crime simply be- 
cause a large army of employees resigned 
from their employment, although such 
resignation, simultaneously, indicated a 
comspiracy. It was a crime and became 
a rebellion because concerted action was 
taken on the part of the strikers to pre- 
vent, by violence, other men from taking 
the places they had left, and further, to 
prevent the movement of trains bearing 
the United States mails. In fact, ‘all in- 
terstate and local commerce was virtually 
interrupted, and a reign of terror pre- 
vailed throughout the region covered by 
the strike. It was the interruption to in- 
terstate commerce, and the embargo 
placed upon the transportation of the 
United States mails which constituted the 
rebellion. For this rebellion E. V. Debs 
is directly responsible, for it was through 
the carrying out of his instructions that 
the rebellion was precipitated and main- 
tained. for nearly a month. 

Of the sad and tragic scenes enacted all 
over the country during this reign of 
terror little need he said, for vivid mental 
pictures riee up at the mere reference to 
them. The focus of the disturbance was 
at Ohicago, where the arch-conspirator 
sent out from his lair, every day, mes- 
Sages which meant death and misery and 
ruin to thousands upon thousands of 
American workmen. If Debs had any con- 
science, the knowledge of his guilt in this 
matter would trouble him forever, like 
Banquo’s ghost, which would mot down. 

At length, as we all remember, the 
Federal judiciary was invoked to suppress 
the rebellion. It was defied by Debs and 
his co-conspirators—flagantly and openly 
defied and laughed at. Swiftly following 
the court’s mandate came the glint of 
bayonets carried in the hands of loyal and 
true Americans, These bayonets were 
sent by Grover Cleveland, the lawful Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy, to 
back up and enforce the mandates of the 
courts. The purpose for which they were 
sent was soon accomplished. The Debs 
rebellion was quickly suppressed. It was 
only a paper rebellion, with no principle 
back of it—nothing but Debs’s ambition— 
and Debs’s insufferable conceit. There- 
fore it fell, as all vile and offensive 
heresies must fall fall before the right, 
when the right asserts itself and brings 
loyal bayonets to tts aid. ; 

This strange, eventful history reached 
its climax in the forcible suppression of 
the rebellion. At about the same time 
came Debs’s arrest, sentence and hmprison- 
ment for contempt of court; his release on 
bail, still defiant and recalcitrant, fol- 
lowed; then his tour of the country, pend- 
ing his application to the Supreme Oourt 
for habeas corpus; his vulgar defiance of 
the courts, his treasonable and anarchistio 
railing at the law, during that tour, are 
well remembered. We in Los Angeles 
heard him. We in Los Angeles remember 
him as a slanderer of most things good, 
and a panegyrist of most things wrong. 

We also know, fortunately, of the right- 
eous decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States—the highest judicial tribunal 
on the globe—which remanded Debs, the 
conspirator and traitor, to the felon’s 
cell where he belongs. Of course we know 
that Debs even presumes to rail against 
the Supreme Court. But it is like a 
splash of spiteful rain against the eternal 
rocks of Gibraltar. 

The passing of Debs is virtually com- 
pleted. We shall probably hear very little 
from or of him hereafter. For which re- 
Hef, much thanks.

Not for a eingle week or day. A wise use 
om the one hand of the means et disporal, 
and a wasteful extravagance on the other 
would characterize men im communi- 
ties, amd a short interval of time would 
see one class completely bankrupt, while 
the other class had tmcreased their wealth 
by means of all advantageous opportuni- 
ties that had been afforded them. 

We have no right to take away. from our 
brother mam amy honest incentive to ac- 
thon; to take from him the right to make 
such disposition of his own earnings as he 
sees fit, nor could we give him any infalli- 
ble assuramce that his money and that of 
others in the community would always be 
judiciously and hanestly expended dy the 
persons selected to dispense it. The way 
to improve society is mot to take from the 
masses all financial responsibility and 
place It upon the Shoulders of a few, but 
to teach each man that he is to a degree 
individually responsible for existing 80 
cial conditions, and that he must do his 
share toward remedying the ‘wrongs of 
which he complains. When men ere made 
to realize this, the work of reform will 
commence, ami society will right itself. 


ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON. 


The latest adversary, as far as heard 
from, of “the Sunday newspaper“ rises 
up in ‘the hitherto inconspicuous person 
of Charles F. Heil of Santa Ana, who, 
the Times correspondent at that point 
writes, read a paper before the High 
School class of that city last Tuesday 
evening, denouncing the Sunday newspa- 
per as an abomination, a vile thing, a 
devil’s invention, a source of unmitigated 
evil that should be “annihilated” forth- 

It is sad to reflect that Mr. Hell—not 
Hell—should not have made known his 
views on this subject at an earlier date; 
had he done so it is quite probable that 
the Sunday newspapers would never have 
been called into existence. But take cour- 
age, Mr. Heil, # is more than possible 
that the future has in reserve for you 
other work to perform of an equally im- 
portant character; other evils for you to 
suppress, to which your optics at the 
present time are closed. 

But revenons a nos moutons, as the 
French elassically phrase it; or, in the 
less classical, but more forcible, Englfsh 
of the wild and woolly West, let us go 
back to our sheep-fmeat, which, in this 
case, is Mr. Heil himself. This icono- 
clastic person, in the course of his dis- 
course failed to state in just what form 
the annihilation: of the Sunday newspaper 
should take place. He did not say 
whether it should come in the form of a 
deluge such as was inflicted on Noah and 
his numerous friends and relatives for 
the sins they had committed, although 
there is no evidence to show that Noah 
or any member of his family published 
or even read the Sunday paper. Nor does 
Mr. Heil affirm that the Sunday news- 
paper should be cast into a flery furnace 
heated to a degree as intense as his own 
fevered brain. He also omits to make 
clear who should do the annthilating busi- 
ness, whether it should be done expedi- 
tiously and without further delay, or 
whether that incinerating pleasure should 
be reserved for saints of a later day than 
those of the days in which Mr. Heil lives, 
moves and has an uncomfortable being.

If Mr. Heil—so inconspigu- 
ous in the past—would kindly undertake 
to furnish information on these points, 
the Sunday newspaper might conclude to 
commit hari-kari, disembowel itself, and 
go out of existence immediately, forth- 
with, if not sooner, and by doing so re- 
lieve Mr. Hell's intense mind from all 
further anxiety on the matter.

THE BOARD'S SIDE, 


A Talk With Members—Their Atti- 
tude Explained, 

After the adjournment last evening a 
majority of the members of the Board of 
Education were interviewed by a represen- 
tative of The Times, under an appoint- 
memt for that purpose. The board is en- 
titled to a hearing, and the substance of 
the iterview is therefore here given. 

A general talk upon the situation was 
indulged in, and the members freely 
stated their reasons for their opposition to 
Prof. Search. They one and ail protested 
that the position of the board has been 
widely misunderstood and frequently mis- 
represented. They protested that they had 
no personal oppavition to the superintend- 
ent, and that no antagonism existed be- 
tween them and him, and further that they 
had not even opposed him in his efforts 
to imtroduce the individual system into 
the schools. They had, however, unsuc- 
cessfully undertaken to arrive at an un- 
derstanding with Prof. Search in regard to 
that system, after they found that its suc- 
cess was problematical. They claim that 
they made a proposition to him to experi- 
ment during the remainder of the present 
year with the individual system in the 
High School, and also in the ninth grade 
of the grammar schools, leaving the re- 
mainder of the public schools to go on 
under the old system for the present; and 
if the new system should prove 
successful on this partial scale, then 
they were willing to have it 
introduced next year into all the schools. 
To this proposttion Prof. Search would not 
agree; hence the breach, so far, at least, 
es that cause produced it. N

A Bright Outlook for the 
Summer. 


Main Street Property-owners Will 
Soon Have to "Get a 
Move On.” 


West Seventh Street Coming to the 
Front—Need of a Cross-town 
Car-line — Street Assess- 
ments—Building. 


While the real estate market during 
the past week has not been marked with 
any startling features, at the same time 
there has been an encouraging absence of 
the dullness that dealers have become ac- 
customed to during the summer months 
since the summer of 1887, when property 
to the value of $33,000,000 wae transferred 
during the three months of June, July and 

August. 
A BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 


It is the general impression among real 
estate dealers that this summer will 
prove to be the best from a real estate 
standpoint that we have had since the 
boom. Im 1893 the year opened with the 
prospect of a good trade during the sum- 
mer, and the promise would undoubtedly 
have been fulfilled bad it not been for 
the panic of that year. Last summer 
things were also looking well, for a good 
trade when the railway strike occurred, 
and effectually upset all ideas of that 
character. This year, unless something 
of an altogether unexpected nature should 
happen, there appears to be no obstacle in 
the way of a good summer business. 
Business is showing a general improve- 
ment all over the country, and in South- 
ern California the outlook is particularly 
bright. The orange-growers have had a 
a better season than they have enjoyed 
for years: past, and have taken in 
a large amount of money, while the de- 
ciduous fruit men are looking forward to 
good prices owing to the great damage to 
the Eastern fruit crop and the partial de- 
struction of fruit in the northern part of 
the State. There is going to be a very 
big crop of grain and hay, for whioh, ac- 
cording to the present outlook, fair prices 
will be realized. 

Then, the much-abused oll business is 
bringing quite a considerable amount of 
money into the country, whune the recent 
developments in mining in this section 
have encouraged quite a number of peo- 
ple to try their hand in this line of busi- 
ness, and there is every prospect that the 
-oming twelve months will witness a great 
revival of mining throughout Southern 
California. 

Last, but not least, quite a large num- 
ber of Bastern people have begun to dis- 
cover that Southern California is a pretty 
good summer, as well as a winter, resort, 
gna the number of strangers within her 
gates increases from summer to summer. 
Many of these people have a considerable 
amount of money, and not a few of them 
are tempted to invest a portion of their 
money here, or, perhaps, even to settle 

altogether. 
* it will be seen that the outlook 
for the real estate business during the 
next fe months is very encouraging. Al- 
though few sales of great importance are 
reported, there is a steady demand for 
residence lots, improved and unimproved, 
a mumber of which are sold every day, 
while building, instead of falling off dur- 
ing the so-called dull months,” appears 
t> be going on at a more lively rate than 
ever. The building of the new school- 
houses alone will give employment to 
quite a large number of men and should 
stimulate business.

MAIN STREET AND BROADWAY. 


During the week the sale was consum- 
mated of a lot seventy feet front, on the 
west side of Main street, between Fifth 
and Six m, which was transferred by Dr. 
Wie to C. J, Ball of West Adams 
street, for $18,000, the seller reserving the 
improvements, which consist of a house 
that probably cost $5000. The buyer of- 
fered $1200 for the house, Dut it was re- 
fused. 

This ts equivalent to about $250 a foot. 
Is.this, or is it not, a very low price 
for property on one of the three leading 
bus nes streets of Los Angeles, within 
a block of the postoffice and within five 
minutes’ walk of the present business 
nter? The Times thinks it is. One 
thing is certain. Either property on Main 
street ie low at present prices, or prop- 
erty on Broadway is high, as owners are 
esking twice as much on Broadway. be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth, as ‘Mr. Ball paid 
for this lot. 

Another curious thing is that while $500 
a foot ts asked for frontage below Fifth, 
property can be bought for that price be- 
tween First and Second, on Broadway. 
Tae South Broadway boomers appear to 
have drawn a sort of dead line” at Sec- 
ond street, and are already classing prop- 
erty on Broadway north of that street as 
“out of date,“ antique and stale. This is 
going a trifle too fast. The business cen- 
ter is nct going to perform any kangaroo 
act on its way from First and Spring to 
Seventh and Broadway—or thereabouts. 
As The Times has frequently remarked, 
it will be quite a number of years before 
tle business center is located on Broad- 
way, south of Second street, not to speak 
of Seventh Street. The man who today 
pays as high a price for property on Broad- 
way below Fifth as he pays for property 
in the block between First and Second is 
foolish, as he will have to wait a good 
many years before he will de able to get 
rénts that will pay him a good interest on 
the investment. Even between First and 
Third, Broadway is a very dull thorough- 
fare compared with Spring street during 
the day, while of an evening there is no 
room for comparison at all. The South 
Broadway ‘“‘sooners’’ should not be too 
impatient. They have had wonderfully 
good fortune in transforming that quiet 
residence thoroughfare, Fort street, into 
a first-class business street within half 
a dozen years. In half a dozen years more 
it will be a lively business street, and 
within a dozen years, in all probability, 
the leading business thoroughfaré of Los 
Angeles. This ought to satisfy them, 
without trying to discount the future too 
rapidiy. Of course, if they can make 
Broadway the chief business street of Los 
Angeles within two or three years, it is 
all right, Dut it is a risky thing for buyers 
to. discount too heavily the future of a 
business street, unless they are financially 
able to wait a considerable time before 
their property pays them good interest. 

Meantime, the low prices that are being 
paid for property on Main street ought 
certainly to have the effect of arousing 
property-owmers on that thoroughfare to a 
sense of the necessity for some push and 
enterprise on their part, unless that fine 
thoroughfare is to be relegated to obscurity 
to to become something after the style of 
Los Angeles or Aliso streets.

this would be the natural trend of business 
in the southern part of the city The Times 
has frequently stated, but it is also a fact 
that enterprising and persevering men can 
divert the course of business by combined 
action. This we have seen in the case of 
Broadway, and the signs now indicate that 
unless there is quite an awakening on 
Main street very soon the Broadway move- 
ment will not stop there, but will drift to 
the adjacent cross streets. Already Sev- 
enth street, west of Broadway, ie assum- 
ing quite a bueiness-like appearance. R. A. 
Garvey is contemplating the erection of a 
three-story business block at the northeast 
corner of Seventh and Olive, and the 
owner of an apartment house close by is 
regretting that he had not put up a busi- 
ness block there, as he finds he could 
have rented it to good advantage. There is 
such a large and thickly-settied population 
in the section southwest of Seventh and 
Broadway that there will undoubtedly be 
a good opening for a little business nucleus 
there long before the central business cen- 
ter moves so far in that direction. Prop- 
erty on Seventh etreet between Broadway 
and Pearl is held at a very stiff figure, 
and some remarkably good offers have 
been refused during the past three or 
four weeks.

While we have several lines of railroad 
that traverse the city from north to 
south, there is only one line tha: runs 
through from east to west. This is the 
cable line from Westlake Park to the 
Evergreen Cemetery. There is a good 
opening for some enterprising. capitalists 
to build an east and west Line some dis- 
tance south of Seventh street. Among 
streets suggested for this purpose have 
been Ninth and Washingtoh streets. The 
former street runs clear through across 
the river for some distance into Bolye 
Heights. Such a road would be a great 
facility for residents in the southeastern 
part of the city who wish to reach the 
business center, and who now have to 
travel by a round-about route. The 
southeastern section will butid up quite 
rapidly in the next few years, and a 
francise of this kind ought to be a valuak- 
bie investment. 


ANOTHER NEW TRACT. 

One of the latest tracts to be placed 
upon the market is a sightly one. It is 
the well-known Green tract of seven 
acres, at the corner of Union avenue and 
Ninth streets, just this side of the fash- 
jonable Bonnie Brae section of the city. 
This tract was much spoken of a year or 
two ago in connection with a project for 
the erection of a tourist hotel, for which 
it would have made an excellent site, be- 
ing on elevated ground and convenient 
of access to the city. The tract is to be 
improved with graded streets and cement 
sidewalks and is divided into twenty-five 
lots of liberal size; being each 65x165 feet 
in dimensions. The owner is to be con- 
gratulated on his good sense in making 
the lots 80 large, instead of shaving off 
a few feet in length and width, as‘a good 
many people do who lay out tracts, in 
order to give the lots an appearance of be- 
ing cheaper than they really are. To the 
casual buyer the idea may not cccur that 
a lot 50x150 feet contains only 7500 fee, 
while a lot 65x165 feet contains 10,725 
feet, so that in the latter case he has 30 
per cent. more land for his money. The 
shrewd investor, however, or the man 
who wishes to build a fine home with suffi- 
chent elbow room takes note of the dif- 
ference, and is always ready to pay an 
extra price for a good-sized lot. ö 

THE SIDEWALK LAW. 


It is encouraging to see that quite an 
effort has been made of late to enforce 
the sidewalk law which was recently 
passed, to the effect that the contractor 
may keep the sidewalk for thinty days 
with an inclosed fence while putting in 
the foundation and sidewalk. After that 
time he shall clear the sidewalk and 
build a bridge over it, so that it Shall 
de unobstructed, and that pedestrians may 
mot be in danger of falling bricks. The 
contractor is allowed to erect a fence ex- 
vending out four feet on the sidé@walk 
from the face of the building, bet the 
remainder of the space must be clear 
and unobstructed, and building material 
must be kept inside the building and not 
piled on the street. Any one violating 
this ordinance is liable for $100 fine or. 
Akty days’ imprisonment. 

A REAL ESTATE EXCHANGE. 


There has been some further talk dur- 
zug the past couple of weeks in regard 
to the formation of a real estate ex- 
change, and an organization of that kind 
was incorporated a week or two ago. From 
what can be learned, the leading real es- 
tate agents do not attach much impor- 
tance to this latest move. There has 
been so much talk of the kind during the. 
past few years and so many projected as- 
Soclations of this description have failed 
to materialize that it is difficult to get 
the dealers to have any nee in a 
movement of the sort. 

The city is undoubtedly reaching a 
point where an organization of this kind 
ought to be successfully established. This, 
however, cannot be done by a movement 
on the part of half a dozen real estate 
men, as more or less of a speculation. 
The only way in which to establish a 
permanent and successful real estate ex- 
change is for a majority of the prominent 
dealers in real estate and some of the 
large property-owners to combine for that 
purpose on a business-like scale. As has 
been frequently said in these columns, 
such an organization would prove of 
great value, not only to dealers, dut to 
the public, in systematizing the rules for 
handling property, which are now in the 
nature of “unwritten laws.” 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


One. of the most neglected sections of 
Southern California, as far as real estate 
investment is concerned, is Santa Barbara 
county. A franchise was recently granted 
by the Board of Supervisors of that 
county for a railway, which will doubtless 
have the effect of bringing a large quan- 
tity of good land on the market. The 
route of the road is from Foxen Canyon 
to the ocean, by way of Santa Maria. 
This ‘will connect the rich valleys of Sis- 
quoc, Tepusquet, Hast Santa Maria and 
Santa Maria with the new coast road, cre- 
ating an outlet for their varied products. 

STREET SPRINKLING. 


Many and serious complaints are made 
in regard to the manner in which the 
streets are being sprinkled. From what 
can be learned these complaints appear 
to be well founded and should receive the 
, immediate attention of the awthorities. 
Some of the streets are scarcely eprinkled 
at all, while others are Hooded. This is 
not only very unpleasant and inconvenient 
to those who use the streets, Dut it re- 
sults in destroying them, whether they are 
graded or paved streets. 

In this matter of street sprinkling, as 
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sure the fruition of their desires. That

The pre- 
valling idea is simply to get the work done 
at the lowest possible price, which ia good 
as far as it goes, but the city authorities 
should remember that the cheapest work és 
not always the least expensive in the long 
run, and should take full precautions for 
the carrying out of the contracts in a eat- 
isfactory manner. 
HIG*i-PRICED PROPERTY. 

Some idea of the high value of real es- 
tate at the lower end of Manhattan Island. 
may be gained from a recent sale, at which 
the southwest corner of Liberty and Nas- 
gau streets was sold for $132 a square foot. 
The San Francisco Chronicle has the fol- 
lowing in regard to this sale: 

“This lot is 72 feet 6 inches on Nas- 
Sau street by 112 feet 7 inches on Liberty 
street, and the price paid was $1,250,000.

From the 
different amputations pieces ‘were sent to 
Berlin, New York, Philedelphia and other 
places, and the result lias deen that offers 
have poured in on the only relative in 
this country, a brother in Cincinnati, for 
the cadaver of Pencera. Bellevue Hospi- 
tal, New York, offers $5000. That was six 
weeks ago, when Pencera was conscious 
and he implored his friends to give him a 
decent Christian burial. Now he is near 
death and there will be a contest probably

REDLANDS, June 13.—( Special Corre- 
spondence.) A dispatch from Colima, 
Mexico, to the Chicago Daily Tribune reads 
as follows: 

„W. H. Bryan of Redlands, Cal., was a 
passenger on the Colima when the steamer 
went down. He tells the following story 
of the disaster: ‘After leaving Manzanillo 
we encountered strong headwinds and 
heavy seas. About 11 am. Monday Seas 
began to break over the deck, carrying 
away the starboard cabine and shifting 
the deck load. The understanding of the 
passengers was that the captain attempted 
to put about and that the water filled the 
hold and put out the fires. Just before 
boat in which were Prof, Whiting, two 
sailors, Aikman and Nourvans, and two 
Mexican women.
